SAN FRANCISCO, June 25.— When 
the democratic national convention 
meets here June 28 It will% have 
available for the first time accomo­ 
dations in the Exposition Memorial 
Auditorium building sufficient 
to 
house under one roof not only the 
convention proper 
but 
committee 
meetings and headquarters for can­ 
didates as well. 
These are largely to be utilized, 
according to J. Bruce Kremer, of 
Butee, Mont., vice chairman of the 
National Committee, thus avoiding 
the inconvenience and delay usually 
attendant upon holding minor con­ 
ferences away from the convention 
hall. 
In addition to the main auditori­ 
um,, the maximum capacity of which 
Mr. Kremer estimated at 12,500 per­ 
sons, 
the 
building 
contains 
two 
auxiliary halls, one that will seat 
900 
persons 
and 
the 
other 
760. 
There are 19 rooms that may be 
used for smaller meetings. 
A fence around the entire build­ 
ing, with entrance gates for ticket- 
holding spectators, delegates, offic­ 
ials and news writers, will be used 
by police and convention authorities I 
to 
prevent 
crowds 
from 
rushing 
doorkeepers 
to 
obtain 
admittance. 
This has occurred several times dur­ 
ing national party conventions. 
The auditorium or three weeks 
past has been a scene of noisy ac­ 
tivity. Carpenters have erected the 
speakers’ platform, 30 by 40 feet 
and IO feet high, on the south side 
of the big hall just in front of the 
great organ and opposite the main 
entrance. Several feet lower and ex­ 
tending along the greater part of 
that side of the auditorium is the

Back of the 
speakers' platform in sound proof 
rooms are telephone booths and fully 
equipped

UNDER THE RED FLAG 


When Senator Gore spoke at Stonewall Thursday he was 
introduced to the assembled audience by Ed Kerr. The people 
of Pontotoc and Coal counties are fairly familiar with the 
name of Ed Kerr. 
During the draft riots in this section of 
Oklahoma in 1917 Kerr was arrested on a charge of resisting 
the draft and spent some time in durance vile.

It is a well understood fact that 
the play activities of a child a r e 5 
transferred over through adolescent!

not have an active play life as a 
child will never be able to reac i 
their best as man or woman. 
The 
mind needs the quickening etfeot oi 
games and the more primitive th es. 
games are 
the better, since 
the;, 
appeal more directly to instincts. 
AU games might be divided into 
“ I t ” games, highly organized games 
and mass games. .An “ I t ” game is 
one in which you have a num ber on 
I the field but only one or two of that 
1 num ber are playing at a time. Base­ 
ball should be classified as an “ I t ” 


I game because only one or two are 


I playing, the others are simply hold- 
I ing a position ready for action. 
Mass games means that everyone 
plays at the same time. After the 
armistice it was necessary to invent 
some kind of mass activities for the 
two million men overseas. The men 
were thoroughly tired of setting up 
exercises. Games must be invented 
in which a large num ber of men 
could be handled by on© director. 
There m ust be no 
loss of time in 
starting the play. These games must 
be played writh little or no appar­ 
atus as there was often 
none at 
hand. Under this stress of circum­ 
stances the mass primitive games 
were invented. We call them primi­ 
tive because they arouse the fight­ 
ing instinct, 
bringing 
the 
players 
together shoulder to shoulder, face 
to face. The waiter wrho was put in 
charge of all activities at the big 
government hospital, St. Elizabeth, 
Washington, D. C., had an oppor­ 
tunity to try out these games on 
the several thousand shell shocked 
men who wTere at this institution.
